A PPRECIATIO N . AND ADVICE. 


That the city council did the wise thing last evening in voting 
the 


bonds for the new high school, is a proposition from which there will be 


little dissent. The building was needed; it was pledged to the people by 


the platform of the democratic party in the recent city election; it was 


indorsed by the people in the election of the officials of the democratic 


party at that election and upon that platform. 


Regarding the matter of Supt. Bird’s qualifications, which were sought 


to be considered in conjunction with the bonds and as having a logical re­ 


lation to the subject of bonding, we regard the question as entirely for­ 


eign, and believe the aldermen who so concluded were right. 
The Bird 


matter is still open, and is of sufficient importance to justify the careful at­ 


tention of the council, the board of education, and of all public 
spirited 


citizens. It should be decided upon its merits, as an affair entirely separate 


and distinct from the new high school. 


But the high school fight is not over 
It is pretty certain that resort 


will be had to a law which provides that, on petition of 10 per cent of the 


taxpayers, the council must submit bonding propositions to a direct vote 


of the people That such a petition will be drawn and circulated is fairly 


certain. 


The Tribune believes in the people. To the judgment of the public it 


is willing to leave the gravest concerns that a re to be decided by the com­ 


munity. But it also believes that the people are, as a 4whole, logical and 


consistent. They have already endorsed the high school in the recent city 


election, where it was an issue. It stands to reason, therefore, that if the 


question is again submitted to popular vote as the result of the proposed 


petition, they will prove that they knew what they were doing on elec­ 


tion day by again voting in favor of the bonds.

T H E OLD W O LF IN NEW FUR. 


The industrious Dr. Noble has broken out again. He seems to have a 
penchant for vexing the legislature with 
impossible 
propositions 
that 
should fail, regardless of merit, becaause of the palpably selfish motives 
that are behind his activity. 
Some time ago, Dr. Noble suffered the unhappiness of seeing his bill 
to restrict the pill to private practioners killed in the legislature. He want­ 
ed to fix things up in the way that selfish ingenuity has been formulating 
for some years to drive proprietary medicines from the market, leaving 
the whole field to the licensed and “ethical” practioner. There was a com­ 
plete expose of the purposes of this bill, and it was defeated. 
Now comes the good doctor with another form of the same trouble. 
He has introduced a second bill in which he asks the state legislature to 
enact the following restrictions upon the sale of “patent” medicines: 
“No person, firm or corporation shall offer for 
sale 
for 
use 
within the state any proprietary medicine for 
internal 
use 
and 
placed upon the market for public uses unless there is 
placed 
upon the label and wrapper thereof, printed in English, in legible 
type, a true formula of the amount of toxine, narcotic, 
soporific 
or coal oil derivitives, also the true per cent of alcohol contained 
in any proprietary medicine as hereinbefore specified, 
when .the 
same contains a greater amount than 10 per cent of the total con­ 
tents of said bottle ” 
The penalty for violation of this proposed law is a fine of from $25 to 
$200, and other punishment. 
If Dr. Noble had desired to be fair, he would have asked to have the 
scope of this law extended to cover the prescriptions of regular 
practi­ 
tioners as well as the formulae of manufacturers.
